Bradford was nominated in the third to sue 
eeed Michael Flaherty. 
Mr. Bradford repre­ 
sented the district in 1870 and 1871. 


An invasion of fieas has caused School Ntt, 
9 of lro y to be closed. 
Carbolic acid was 
used to drive out the pests, hut they throve 
upon it. 
The odor, on the contrary, drove 
the children out and left the premises to the 
free use of the fleas. 
The school building 
stands on land that wa? formerly a swarap, 
apd the season lias been favorable for a flua 
crop. 


L. IV. Ewettson yVAtctday received the 
Repuhlfean nomination for Senator for the 
uiselevnth district, composed of 
Clinton, 
Essex and Warrcu counties. 
This district 
has been represented for four years by Hon. 
R. C. Kellogg. 
It is one of the districts Ulat 
Gov. Hill proposes to capture by running the 
son of Smith M. Weed. 
Mr. Kellogg had no 
opposition in 1887. 
The district gave 4,911 
majority for Harrison last fall. 


T he announcement that Major W arner had 
declined the Pension Commissionership was 
premature. 
The President is looking for the 
man who will be most satisfactory to the 
Grand Army veterans, and it is understood 
that W arner will make the sacrifice of his big 
law business unless some other man equally 
acceptable 
is found. 
Democratic editors 
have recently been indulging the hope that 
a person wonld be selected whom the veterans 
do n >t want, 


TnE National Association of Wool Manu­ 
facturers, at its Session in Boston declared 
yesterday by resolution 
that “ the manu 
faclurers do not ask lower duties on woo1 
than at present, and the grower is entitled to 
protection as well as the manufacturer.’’ 
This resolution was adopted by a unanimous 
vole. 
Free trade newspapers have recently 
been depicting the woolen manufacturers of 
the country as in a state of revolution against 
the tariff. 
They were evidently mistaken. 


TuE.Republicans of New Jersey yesterday 
nominated E. Bird Grubb for Governor. The 
Philadelphia Record, Democratic, says the 
“ Republicans have probably pul their best 
foot forward” in making this nomination. 
Gen. Grubb is 48 years old and served 
through the war, beginning as Second Lieu­ 
tenant and closiDg with the rank of Brigadier 
General. 
He is a wealthy iron manufacturer 
and resides at Beverly. 
There was much en­ 
thusiasm at the convention, and general con­ 
fidence that victory was within reach. 


S e n a t o r W m. C. S o m e r v e l l 
of the 
Maryland Legislature announces his with­ 
drawal from the Democratic party and has 
“ont the resignation of his oflice to the Gover­ 
nor, 
He proposes to act with the Republican 
jwirty in the future, his reason being that he 
is disgusted with the Democratic party of 
Maryland. 
Cleveland’s plurality in the state 
was only 6,182, and this narrow margin was 
attributed to Somervell’s popularity In Balti­ 
more. 
Twelve of the 28 counties in the state 
gave Republican majorities. 
The Republi­ 
cans are greatly encouraged, and will make 
a vigorous effort to elect a Mayor in Baltimore. 


M rs . E v a H a m ilto n pleaded not guilty 
yesterday. 
Her trial was to begin to-day, 
and it was expected that the testimony would 
be all in and the arguments of counsel con­ 
cluded this afternoon. 
The wretched wo­ 
man who was lately so successful in marry­ 
ing “ out of her set,” is likely to spend sev­ 
eral years in a Jersey prison. 
Eveu this, 
however, ought to be received as a relief, for 
the gallows appeared to be beckoning for her 
a fortnight ago. 
Mr. Hamilton has wholly 
deserted her. an act that he never considered 
for a moment until he became convinced that 
the baby was spurious. 


Gov. F o w l e of North Carolina has issued 
a proclamation enjoining all officers to exert 
themselves to arrest the persons engaged in 
the recent lynchings in that state. 
Did Gov. 
Hill issue a proclamation to the officers of 
this state to arrest John L. Sullivan when he 
was engaged in a criminal proceeding pun­ 
ishable with fine and imprisonment ? 
Not at 
all; our Governor could not interfere until 
some prosecuting officer or committing mag­ 
istrate had initiated proceedings, we have 
been informed on Democratic authority. 
There is a very wide difference of view in 
regard to executive duty between our Gov­ 
ernor aud the Governors of North Carolina 
and Mississippi.

Two years later Grover Cleveland 
was Governor and the Legislature was Demo­ 
cratic in both houses. 
In that year the state 
tax rose to $9,334,836, an increase of $3,302,- 
006 over 1881. 
If there is a public man in 
New-York more ignorant of tbe history of 
bis state than Gov. Hill, the Democratic 
party will be glad to see him, for it certainly 
has use for him.

sitting beSTOe her counsel. 
She looked pale 
aud wan, and her face showed evidence of 
the strain of her close confinement. 
Robert 
Ray Hamilton, a few minutes later, entered 
the court room and took a seat beside Airs. 
Rupp. 
He did not look towards his wife. 
The work of selecting a jury was quickly 
disposed of, the full quota being selected in a 
comparatively short time, 
Mrs. Hamilton 
frequently sobbed nloüd during the selection 
of the jilry, aud gave every evidence of hope­ 
less despondency. 
Prosecutor of the Pleas Thompson, after 
the jury had been empaunyled, opened the 
case for the prosecution a o d reviewed the de­ 
tails of the assault of MW.' Hamilton upon 
the nurse. 
I)r. Crosby, the first witness, de­ 
scribed the nature of the wound and stated 
that Mrs. Donnelly was now entirely out of 
danger. 
Alary Aun Donnelly was next called. 
She 
testified that on the morning of the assault 
she responded to Mrs. Hamilton’s call to lock 
her trunk. 
Upon reaching the door of the 
room she saw that Air. and Alts. Hamilton 
had been quarreling and that Air. Hamilton’s 
shirt 
had 
been 
torn 
off. 
At 
Air. 
Hamilton’s request she went iu search of a 
policeman but could not find one. 
She re­ 
turned to the room when Airs. Hamilton 
seized her by the throat and called her a vile 
name. 
The witness grappled 
with Airs. 
Hamilton and demanded that she withdraw 
the epithet. 
Airs. Hamilton then threw a 
bottle at her. 
Air. and Airs. Hamilton then 
grappled and the witness stood in the door, 
which Was half open, when Airs. Hamil­ 
ton 
suddenly 
sprang 
towards 
her 
and 
drove the 
knife 
into 
her side. 
[The knife wns here shown the witness and 
identified.] 
Continuing the witness said 
Airs, Hamilton was of a quarrelsome dispo­ 
sition, but she had never had any serious 
quarrel with her previous to tin* stabbing. 
Nothing of importance was developed in the 
cross-examination of the nurse by Captain 
Perry aud at its conclusion the Court ad­ 
journed. 
Airs. Hamilton was led from the 
Court room sobbing bitterly, while her hus­ 
band, Airs.

GOV . HILL ON STA TE E X PE NDITUR E . 


In the course of his address at the Sullivan 
county fair last week Gov. Hill said; 


This year the am ount of state tax es ex ceeds that 
of last year by the sum of $ 3,469,000. 
The necessity 
of this unprecedented increase Is difficult to ex plain. 
E x travag ant appropriations by the law m aking 
pow er Is responsible for it. There has been nothing 
to ju stify this increase. 
We have had no calam ity 
no pestilence, no war, no defalcations, no improve 
m eut has been m ade to justify it. 
Ex cessive appropriations have been m ade for dif 
ferent purposes; for unnecessary norm al schools, 
for digging out rivers and stream s, for tbe erection 
of unnecessary buildings and the paym ent of unau 
thorized claim s against the state. 


The G overnor’s rem arks would have been 
more impressive if he had given specific In­ 
stances of ex travagance. 
He m aintains his 
position by merely referring to the difference 
lietwcen this year’s and last year’s appropria 
tions, ignoring the fact that both Legislatures 
were Republican, and that tbe ¡Senate bad 
m et w ith no change of membership. 
If this 
Legislature was economical and honest in 
1888, when the Governor found no Items to 
veto, he will have hard work to make the 
people believe that it was ex travagant and 
dishonest in 1889 by indulging in “ glittering 
generalities.” 
The accusation that tax es are increased $ 3, 
469,000 does not prove dishonesty; if it did 
the Governor would be as amenable to the 
charge as the Legislature, for he had the op­ 
portunity to veto the tax bill hut neglected 
to do j» o. 
He allowed the bill to become a 
Jaw, and then picked out enough items from 
the appropriation hills for vetoing to increase 
the surplus in the treasury almost two million 
dollars. 
His vetoes do not relieve the tax ­ 
payers at all; they only suffice to leave a large 
sum 
ex posed 
to 
Dem ocratic 
m anip­ 
ulation during an im portant election cam ­ 
paign. 
Item s have been vetoed that will 
have to be paid hereafter, and it is quite 
possible that when the day of reckoning 
comes the money will be gone and the peo­ 
ple will have to pay it over again. 
This is 
the weak and dangerous spot in the Govern­ 
or's veto policy. 
H e has not attem pted to 
defend it and dare not. 
Now as to legislative ex travagance. 
The 
appropriations at tbe last session were $ 12, - 
828,629.18, and for this sum the people will 
be tax ed. 
T he appropriations in 1888 were 


$ 10,778,345.17, but there was sufficient u n­ 
appropriated money in the treasury to per­ 
mit the reduction of the tax levy to $ 9,089,- 
303.86. 
The Legislature of 1889 did not 
therefore increase the appropriations $ 3,469,- 
000, as the Governor endeavors to m ake 
it 
appear, 
hut 
$ 2,050,284 01, 
which 
is 
nearly 
a 
m illion 
and 
a 
half below the Governor’s figures. 
The G ov­ 
ernor wonld have presented the figures in 
this way ex cept for his eagerness to produce 
a partisan effect by bearing false witness. 
Now let us see how the difference was made 
up. Here are the entirety new appropriations 
and the old ones that were increased over 
1888, 
It will he well to give them a careful 
ex amination.

Here is the entire difference accounted for 
and a few dollars over.

did not, for instance, veto the $ 1,000 for in­ 
crease of ex penses in his own department. 
But he did veto the item of $ 4,031.79, for the 
services of George Bliss, Republicau, as one 
of counsel to the Senate Committee on G en­ 
eral Laws in its investigation of trusts, and 
he did approve Gen. P ryor’s hill of $ 7,000 
and Francis B. Gilbert’s hill of $ 1,000 for 
sim ilar services.

T he people of New Y ork are so accus 
tomed to tragedies in their various forms that 
it takes .something ex traordinary to ex cite 
them and stir their pity.

tightly wedged

chim ney.

that of Mary Kenney, 28 years old, the 
widow of Jam es Kenney, a popular police 
man who died suddenly last spring. 
Mrs. Kenney, whose m aiden name was 
F laherty, had been m arried six years whe 
her husband died. 
H er grief was so great 
that after trying to earn a living in a cigarette 
factory, she became insane and was carefully 
w atched by her sister, who lived a few 
doors distant 
from her in Cherry street 
Mrs. 
Kenney’s 
residence 
was 
the 
upper story of a flat, from which access 
the roof was easy. One of her insane fanck 
was that she must go out and patrol her bus 
hand’s beat, and she often did this, the police 
men who knew her husband and herself tak 
ing c.are that she came to no harm. 
A nother 
fancy was that she owed somebody $ 5,000 
aud was going to be arrested. 
W hen suffer 
ing from this delusion she would hide her 
self in all sorts of odd places. 
A week ago last Saturday she suddenly dis 
appeared, and after every possible place of 
concealment had l>een searched, even to th 
tearing up of an old cupola on top of the fiat, 
the conclusion was reached that she had 
throw n herself into the river, and her friends 
waited 
for 
the 
body 
to 
float 
to 
the surface. 
Mrs. 
K enney’s 
sister 
tried 
to build a fire in the stove a week ago, but it 
w ould not hum and the room filled with 
smoke. 
Other occupants of the building 
whose flues terminated in the same chimney 
ex perienced s similar difficulty. 
Yesterday 
afternoon Philip McAllister was employed to 
remove the obstruction. 
Ho took a pole and 
thrust it down the chim ney, but encountered 
an obstruction at a point aliout level with the 
roof. 
He looked down and saw a woman’s 
black hair. 
The alarm was given, the Cor­ 
oner was sent for, and four policemen came 
to keep order am ong the gathering crowd. 
W hen the chimney was torn down to the 
level 
w ith 
the 
head, 
the 
pretty 
face 
M ary 
Kenney, 
partially 
upturned 
and 
begrim ed 
with 
soot, 
was 
visible. 
T he body was wedged in so tightly tlmt a 
rope had to he placed under the uplifted arm* 
before it could he removed. 
Tha head, face 
and upper part of the body were in a good 
slate of preservation and the feutures perfect, 
hut the lower poition was badly decomposed. 
□ her attem pt to hide from an imaginary de­ 
tective she had climbed to the roof and en­ 
tered the chimney. 
She descended till her 
fet-t touched the bend and rested upon it, 
and here she died. 
H er sister when she en­ 
tered the apartm ents and built the fire was 
separated from her by only a foot of space, but 


the demented woman made no outcry to 
indicate her dying agonies.

doubtedly kept her silent; 
W hether thb 
smoke from the tires in the flat caused early 
suffocation, or w hether she lived for days 
suffering the pangs of starvation and the 
heatings of the storm , is not known. 
She 
had several relatives and was asocial favorite 
in the neighborhood. 
The awful m anner 
of her death com pletely unnerved her sister 
and other friends, and other cases of insanity 
are likely to result. 


OFFICIAL SERVICE AT ALBANY. 


A len w ho P e rfor m the 
A rd u ou s l l u t y of 
D ra w ing thl e r S a la rie s w ith G re a t P r om pt­ 
ness and E nerg y* 
[From the New York Press.] 
Recently the Press referred to the bad habit 
most of the heads of departm ents at Albany 
have got into in recent years of leaving the 
affairs of their offices to subordinates. 
It was 
said that some of these otliciais seemed to 
think they were elected or appointed lo be 
mere figureheads and that anything like per­ 
sonal attention to (lie duties of the offices was 
beneath their dignitv. 
An Albany paper has gone into this subject 
further than the 
Press did, with the result of 
showing a condition of affairs tar from credit­ 
able to the present Dem ocratic officials. Secre­ 
tary of State Cook, who receives $ 5,000 a year 
salary, is said to have visited his office about 
once in two weeks when he made auy pretense 
of going'near it. Since last spring he has been 
away all the time in Europe or elsewhere 
Comptroller W einple, whose salary is $ 6,000 
a year, is credited with calling at.the Comp 
troller’s office about twice a week. Treasurer 
Fitzgerald is said to go to Albany once 
two weeks to look in on “ the hoys” and lo 
draw a pro rata share of his salary of $ 5,000 
year. 
State Engineer Bogart is reported 
have averaged about six days a m onth in at 
tendance at the Engineering Departm ent, his 
salary being $ 5,000. 
The Superintendent of 
State Prisons, Austin Lathrop, is put down as 
going to Alban}- once a month to perform some 
perfunctory duty ot his office. 
His salary i 
$ 6,000 a year. 
W illis S. Paine, the Super 
iutendent of the Banking Departm ent, is 
gentleman of leisure at $ 5,000 a year from 
the state and as m uch more as he can mak 
by his New-York business connections. T hat 
curiosity in the State official arm y, Charlt 
F. Peck, visits the so-called Office of Labor 
Statistics about once a month, for which U 
borious service he receives $ 3,000 a year and 
ex penses. 
This is the man with a lily-white 
hand whom Governor Hill appointed to kee 
track of what the laboring men of the stnt 
are doing. 
He and Judge Muller of the 
Court of Claims, who is said by the Alban 
paper which is our authority on this subject 
to make the Ex ecutive Mansion his home 
are reported to he acting as nurses to the 
Governor’s Presidential boom. 
Any one at all acquainted with the way 
the state government has been run for the 
last five years will agree that the statements 
of the Albany paper above referred to art 
substantially true. 
These state officials seem 
to regard their offices as convenient sloppin 
places when they go to Albany, and thei 
salaries as party plunder secured to them by 
their election or appointm ent. 
It is time 
different view of official life was taken at the 
state capital. 
A lbany never needed a clear 
ing out so badly as it does now.

GOV. HILL ON STATE EXPENDITURE. 


In the count* of his address at the Sullivan 
county fair last week Gov. Hill said; 


This year the am ount of state taxes exceeds t hat 
of last year bv the sum of JA ti.<*.<ssi 
The necessity 
of this unprecedented Increase Is difficult to explain 
Extravagant appropriations by the law m aking 
l>ower is responsible for It. There has been nottiing 
to justify this increase. 
We have had no calam ity, 
no pestilence, no war, no defalcations no im prove 
meut has been m ade to justify it. 
Excessive appropriations have been m ade for dlf 
fere (it purposes: for unnecessary norm al schools, 
for digging out rivers ami stream s, for the erection 
of unnecessary buildings and the paym ent of unau 
thorised claim s against the state. 


The G ovcrnor'i remarks would have bren 
more impressive if he had given specific In 
stances of extravagance. 
He maintain!, his 
(MMitton by merely referring to the difference 
l*ctween this year's and last year's appropria 
lions, ignoring the fact that both Legislatures 
were Republican, and that the Senate had 
met with no change of membership. 
If this 
Legislature was economical and honest in 
1888, when the Governor found no item s to 
veto, he will have bard work to m ake the 
people believe that It was extravagant and 
dishonest in 1889 by indulging in “ glittering 
generalities.” 
The accusation that taxes are increased $3. 
469,000 does not prove dishonesty; if it did 
the Governor would be as amenable to the 
charge as the Legislature, for be had the op 
portunity to veto the tax bill but neglected 
to do so. 
He allowed the bill to become a 
law, and then picked out enough items from 
the appropriation bills for vetoing to increase 
tile surplus in the treasury almost two million 
dollars. 
His vetoes do not relieve the tax 
payers at all; they only suffice to leave a large 
sum 
exposed 
to 
Democratic 
m an ip ­ 
ulation during on im portant election cam ­ 
paign. 
Item s h are been vetoed that w ill 
have to be paid hereafter, and it Is quite 
possible that when the day of reckoning 
comes the money will tie gone and the pee 
pie will have to pay it over again.

the weak and dangerous spot in the G overn­ 
or's veto policy.

Now as to legislative extravagance.

$10,778,345.17, but there was sufficient un- 
appropriated money in the treasury to per­ 
mit the reduction of the tax levy Jo $9,089,- 
303.86. 
The Legislature of 1889 did not 
therefore increase the appropriations $3,469,- 
000, as the Governor endeavors to make

half below the Governor’s figures. 
The Gov 
ernor would have presented the figures in 
this way except for his eagerness to produce 
a partisan effect by bearing false witness.

It will be well to give them a careful 
examination.

the roof was easy. One of her insane fundi • 
wits that she must go out and patrol her bus 
band’s I* at, and she often did this, the |>olicc 
men w ho knew her husband and herself tak 
ing care that she came to no harm. 
A nother 
fancy was that she owed somebody $5,0(10 
aud wa* going to l»e arrested. 
When suffer 
ing from this delusion she would hide her 
self in ult sorts of odd places. 
A week ago last Saturday she suddenly dis 
appeared, and after every possible place of 
concealment had lieen searches], even to the 
tearing up of an old cupola on toil of the fiat, 
the conclusion wa* reached that she had 
thrown herself Into the river, and her friends 
waited 
for 
the 
body 
to 
float 
to 
the surface. 
Mrs. 
Kenney’s sister 
tried 
to build a fire in the stove a week ago, but it 
would not burn and the room filled with 
smoke. 
Other occupants of the building 
w hose flues term inated in the same chimney 
experienced a similar difficulty. 
Yesterday 
afternoon Philip McAllister was employed to 
remove the obstruction. 
He took a pole and 
thrust it down the chimney, but encountered 
an obstruction at a point about level with the 
roof. 
He looked down and saw a woman's 
black hair. 
The alarm was given, the Cor­ 
oner was sent for, and four policemen came 
to keep order among the gathering crowd 
When the chimney was torn down to the 
level 
with 
the 
head, 
the 
pretty 
face 
of 
Mary 
Kenney, 
partially 
upturned 
and 
begrimed 
with 
toot, 
was 
visible. 
The Ixxiy was wedged in so tightly that a 
rope had to be placed under the uplifted arm* 
before it could be removed. 
The head, face 
and upper part of the body were in a good 
state of preservation and the features perfect, 
bul the lower poiUon w as badly decomposed. 
In her attem pt to hide from an imaginary de­ 
tective she had climbed to the roof and en­ 
tered the chimney. 
Bite descended till ber 
fe.t touched the bend and rested upon it, 
and here she died. 
H er sister when she en­ 
tered the apartm ents and built the fire was 
separated from her by only a foot of space,but 


the demented woman made no outcry to 
indicate her dying agonies.

State Prisons, Austin Lathrop, is put (low na* 
going to Albany once a month to perform some 
perfunctory duty of his office. 
His salary is 
$6,000 a year. 
W illis S. Paine, the Super­ 
intendent of the Banking Department, is a 
gentleman of leisure at $5,000 a year from 
the state and as much more as lie can make 
by his New-York business connections. That 
curiosity iii the Stale official arm y, Charles 
F. Peck, visits the so-called Office of Labor 
Statistic* nltout once a month, for which la 
iKtrious service be receives $3,000 a year and 
expenses. 
This is the man av itll a lily w hite 
hand whom Governor Hill appointed to keep 
truck of what the laboring men of the state 
arc doing. 
He and Judge Muller of the 
Court of Claims, w ho is said by the Albany 
paper which is our authority on this subject 
to make the Executive Mansion his home, 
are reported to In* acting as uurscs to the 
Governor’* presidential Itoom. 
Any one at all acquainted w ith the way 
the state government ha* teen run tor the 
faut five years will agree that the statement* 
of the Albany paper altove referred to are 
substantially true. 
These state official* seem 
to regard their offices a* convenient stopping 
places when they go to Albany, and their 
salaries us party plunder secured to them by 
their election or appointment, 
it is time a 
different view of official life wit.* taken at the 
slate capital. 
Albany never needed a clear­ 
ing out so badly as it doe* now.

GOV. HILL ON STA TE EXPENDITURE. 


In the course of his address at the Sullivan 
county fair last week Gov. Hill said; 


T h is y e a r th e am o u n t of sta te tax e s exceeds th a t 
of last y e a r b y th e sum of $3,469,000. 
The necessity 
of th is u n p reced en ted in crease is difficult to ex p ln in . 
E x tra v a g a n t a p p ro p riatio n s by th e law m ak in g 
p o w er Is resp o n sib le fo r it. 
T h ere has been n o thing 
to ju stify th is in crease. 
W e h av e had no calam ity , 
no pestilen ce, no w ar, no defalcatio n s, d o im p ro v e­ 
m en t h a s been m ade to ju stify it. 
E xcessive a p p ro p riatio n s have been m ad e fo r d if­ 
fe re n t p u rp o ses: fo r u n n ecessary norm al schools, 
fo r d ig g in g o u t riv ers an d stre a m s, for th e erectio n 
of u n n ecessary bu ild in g s, a n d th e p ay m en t of unau- 
th o rix ed claim s a g a in st th e state. 
The Governor’s remarks would have been 
more impressive if he had piven specific in­ 
stances of extravagance. 
He maintains his 
position by merely referring to the difference 
lietwcen this year's and last year’s appropria 
tions, ignoring the fact that both Legislatures 
were Republican, and that the Senate had 
met with no change of membership. 
If this 
Legislature was economical and honest in 
1888, when the Governor found no items to 
veto, he will have hard work to make the 
people believe that it was extravagant aod 
dishonest in 1889 by indulging in "glittering 
generalities.” 
The accusation that taxes are increased $3,- 
469,000 does not prove dishonesty; if it did 
the Governor would be as amenable to the 
charge as the Legislature, for be had the op­ 
portunity to veto the tax bill but neglected 
to do 80. 
He allowed the bill to become a 
law, and then picked out enough items from 
the appropriation bills for vetoing to increase 
the surplus in the treasury almost two million 
dollars. 
His vetoes do not relieve the tax­ 
payers at all; they ODly suffice to leave a large 
sum 
exposed 
to 
Democratic 
manip­ 
ulation during an important election cam­ 
paign. 
Items have been vetoed that will 
have to be paid hereafter, and it is quite 
possible that when the day of reckoning 
comes the money will be gone and the peo­ 
ple will have to pay it over again. 
This is 
the weak and dangerous spot in the Govern­ 
or’s veto policy. 
He has not attempted to 
defend it and dare not. 
Now as to legislative extravagance. 
The 
appropriations at the last session were $12,- 
828,629.18, and for this sum the people will 
be taxed.

But he did veto the item of $4,031.79, for the 
services of George Bliss, Republican, as one 
of counsel to the Senate Committee on Gen 
oral Laws in its investigation of trusts, and 
he did approve Gen. 
Pryor’s bill of $7,000 
and Francis B. Gilbert’s bill of $1,000 for 
similar services.

NEW YORK'S LATEST SENSATION. 


The people of New York are so accus 
tomed to tragedies in their various forms that 
it takes .something extraordinary to excite 
them and stir their pity. 
But an event of 
this 
kind 
happened 
yesterday, 
in 
the 
discovery of the dead Ixxly of a woman 
tightly wedged 
in 
a 
chimney. 
It was 
that of Mary Kenney, 28 years old, the 
widow of Jam es Kenney, a popular police 
man who died suddenly last spring. 
Mrs. Kenney, whose maiden name was 
Flaherty, had been married six years when 
her husband died. 
Her grief was so great 
that after trying to earn a living in a cigarette 
factory, she became insane and was carefully 
watched by her sister, who lived a few 
doors distant 
from her in Cherry street 
Mrs. 
Kenney’s 
residence 
was 
the 
upper story of a flat, from which access to 
the roof was easy. One of her insane fancit 
was that she must go out and patrol her bus 
band’s beat, and she often did this, the police 
men who knew her husband and herself tak 
ing care that she came to no harm. 
Another 
fancy was that she owed somebody $5,000 
and was going to be arrested. 
When suffer 
itig from this delusion she would hide her 
self in all sorts of odd places. 
A week ago last Saturday she suddenly dis 
appeared, and after every possible place of 
concealment had lieen searched, even to the 
tearing up of an old cnpola on top of the flat, 
the conclusion was reached that she had 
thrown herself into the river, and her friends 
waited 
for 
the 
body 
to 
float 
to 
the surface. 
Mrs. 
Kenney's sister 
tried 
to build a tire in the stove a week ago, but it 
would not bum and the room filled with 
smoke. 
Other occupants of the building 
whose flues terminated in the same chimney 
experienced a similar difficulty. 
Yesterday 
afternoon Philip McAllister was employed to 
remove the obstruction. 
He took a pole aud 
thrust it down the chimney, but encountered 
an obstruction at a point nbout level with the 
roof. 
He looked down and saw a woman’s 
black hair. 
The alarm was given, the Cor­ 
oner was sent for, and four policemen came 
to keep order among the gathering crowd. 
When the chimney was torn down to the 
level 
with 
the 
head, 
the 
pretty 
face 
of 
Mary 
Kenney, 
partially 
upturned 
and 
begrimed 
with 
soot, 
was 
visible. 
The liody was wedged in so tightly that a 
rope had to be placed under the uplifted arm* 
before it could be removed. 
The head, face 
and upper part of the body were in a good 
state of preservation and the features perfect, 
but the lower poition was badly decomposed. 
In her attempt to hide from an imaginary de­ 
tective she had climbed to the roof and en­ 
tered the chimney. 
She descended till her 
fejt touched the bend and rested upon it, 
and here she died. 
Her sister when she en­ 
tered the apartments and built the fire was 
separated from her by only a foot of space, but

mere figureheads and that anything like per­ 
sonal attention to the duties of the offices was 
beneath their dignitv. 
An Albany pajwr has gone into this subject 
further than the Press did, with the result of 
showing a condition of affairs far from credit­ 
able to the present Democratic officials. Secre­ 
tary of State Cook, who receives $5.000 a year 
salary, is said to have visited his office about 
once in two weeks when he made any pretense 
of going'near it. Since last spring he has been 
away all the time in Europe or elsewhere. 
Comptroller W emple, whose salary is $(5,000 
a year, is credited with calling at.tlie Comp­ 
troller’s office about twice a week. Treasurer 
Fitzgerald is said to go to Albany once in 
two weeks to look in on “ the boys” and to 
draw a pro rata share of his salary of $5,000 a 
year. 
State Engineer Bogart is reported to 
have averaged about six days a month in at­ 
tendance at the Engineering Department, his 
salary being $5,000. 
The Superintendent of 
State Prisons, Austin Lathrop. is put down as 
going to Albany once a month to perform some 
perfunctory duty ot his office. 
His salary is 
$(5.000 a year. 
W illis S. Paine, the Super­ 
intendent of the Banking Department, is a 
gentleman of leisure at $5,000 a year from 
the state and as much more as he can make 
by his New-York business connections. That 
curiosity iu the State official army, Charles 
F. Peck, visits the so-called Office of Labor 
Statistics about once a month, for which la­ 
borious service be receives $3,000 a year and 
expenses. 
This is the man with a lily-white 
hand whom Governor Hill appointed to keep 
track of what the laboring men of the stale 
are doing. 
He and Judge Muller of the 
Court of Claims, who is said by the Albany 
paper which is our authority ou this subject 
to make the Executive Mansion his home, 
arc reported to lie acting as nurses to the 
Governor’s Presidential boom. 
Any one at all acquainted with the way 
the state government has been run for the 
last five years will agree that the statements 
of the Albany paper above referred to are 
substantially true. 
These state officials seem 
to regard their offices as convenient stoppin 
places when they go to Albany, and their 
salaries as party plunder secured to them by 
their election or appointment. 
It is time a 
different view of official life was taken at the 
state capital. 
Albany never needed a clear­ 
ing out so badly as it does now.

remedy these evils, the Cyp riot Dep uties p ro­ 
p ose to get rid of tiie Turkish tribute of £ 50,- 
000 a year, by raising a loan guaranteed by 
England, and to estatdish land banks and re­ 
duce tlie exp enditure—all reforms more easily 
p rop osed than accomp lished. W hat is to be the 
solution of these difficulties it is hard to see. 
No doubt p lagues of locusts and a series of 
bad seasons have to a certain extent caused 
the p resent p overty of the island; but their 
effect must not he exaggerated. 
In truth, 
Cyp rus is a desp erately p oor p lace, and can­ 
not affoid any but the most p rimitive forms 
of administration. 
Yet tins sort of govern­

his wife s lawyer foilowed him.aud demanded 
his extradition to Vienna. 
The Swiss aU 
thonties, however, decided that as the Prince 
is a 1 mssian suhject they e.mld not surrender 
urn to Austria, and lie was sent to Bonn on 
Hie Rhine. 
1 here he was taken to a State 
asy.um where he underwent examination by 
two medical authorities. Professor ivlm aii

Ohereteiner, pro 
notineed the Prince Insane, and his wife, for­ 
merly an attress, was accordingly intrusted 
with Ihe administration of all his property. 
1 lie present decision of the Bonn doctors 
restores to the Prince the management of his 
estates, and his wife, from who lie is sepa­ 
rated, will only bc entitled to an annuity. 
Quite recently his wife sold a valuable eollec 
tiou of antique articles in the Castle Feistritz. 
belonging to the Prince, to the

The 
validity 
of these sales will now bn questioned. 
The 
affair is, however-, V'ery complicated, on ac­ 
count of the Ptince’s estates being situated in 
three different countries, a circumstance 
which will probably render diplomatic iu- 
terference necessary. The Prince, an heredi­ 
tary member of the Prussian Upper House, 
has since early youth shown signs of great 
eccentricity both in his social relations and 
in the management ot money matters. 
On 
one occasion he bought, for instance, 4,000 
florins’ worth of silk stockings in a single 
day. 
Owing to such eccentricities, the Vi­ 
enna professors were called in by his second 
wife, and declared him to be of unsound 
uiiud. 
His family have, however, constantly 
opposed his wife in this.” 
The London Spectator in a long article 
says: “ The official correspondence in regard 
to Cyprus is most disheartening.

by what English rule has done for Indian an­ 
nexations, it was only reasonable for men to 
imagine that w hoever lost by our taking the 
island out of the hands of Turkey, its inhab­ 
itants must be gainers.

small owners are dying out, and the land is 
passing at a nominal price ‘ into the hands 
of a few large 
proprietors.’

mer pcasant-proprietors,’ 
says Sir Henry 
Buller’s 
dispatch, 
‘ will be reduced al 
most 
to 
a 
condition 
of serfdom, and 
most of them w ill probably seek an asylum 
on the mainland, where there are already 
many Cjpriot families settled.’ 
In fact, de­ 
population, the strongest proof of unsuccess­ 
ful rule, has followed our occupation. 
To 
remedy these evils, the Cypriot Deputies pro­ 
pose to get rid of the Turkish tribute of £50,- 
000 a year, by raising a loan guaranteed by 
England, and to establish land banks and re­ 
duce the expenditure—all reforms more easily 
proposed than accomplished. W hat is to lie the 
solution of these difficulties it is hard to see.

however, we think Lord Knutsford can and 
ought to do—commute the tribute.

C h ic a g o , Sept. 18.—The Chicago Times to­ 
day prints a story which puts iu explicit form 
the vague charges current for some time con­ 
cerning misappropriations of Clan-na-Gael 
funds by the Secretary ot that organization, 
Thomas H. Ronayne, of New-York City. 
The charges are made in this instance by 
Jam es Tierney, of Brooklyn, Treasurer of 
the Executive Board of the order. 
Under 
date of September 12, Tierney wrote a letter 
to Dr. P. Curran, of this City, Senior Guard­ 
ian of Camp No. 265, acknowledging the re­ 
ceipt of the tithes from Camp No. 265 for 
• he May term gent to him direct and saying 
that he had received no percentage from Sec­ 
retary Ronayne for the term ending May 31. 
Tierney says Ronayne will turn over to him 
no money because lie [Tierney] refused to pay 
a printing bill of #1,100 and because lie gave 
#500 to two members of the Executive Board. 
Dr. Curran presented the letter at a meeting 
of Camp No. 265 Monday evening, and 
moved that a resolution be adopted denounc­ 
ing the action of the Secretary of tlie 
Executive 
Board, 
and 
calling 
for 
an 
immediate meeting 
of 
tlie 
Execu­ 
tive 
Board to 
investigate 
tlie 
matter. 
I)r. Curran’s motion was lost, and he then re­ 
signed his office of Senior Guardian. 
Quar­ 
terly, each camp throughout the United States 
makes up an account of all moneys coming 
into the camp during the term. 
Ten per 
cent, of that entire amount is laid aside by 
the Treasurer of the camp and in time turned 
over by him to his Senior Guardian. 
This 
tithe of all sums received bv the camp is in 
turn forwarded by tlie Senior Guardians of 
all the camps to the Secretary of the Execu­ 
tive Board. 
The aggregate receipts of all 
these percentages goes into a half score or 
more of funds, at least so it is alleged 
by the 
Board, 
for the furtherance of 
home rule in Ireland. 
The money is sent di­ 
rectly to the Executive Secretary, and under 
the constitution should be turned over by him 
to the Treasurer. 
Ronayne refuses to turn 
over any more money to Tierney, and tlie lat 
ter retaliates by informing the camps that the 
funds 
they 
have forwarded have never 
reached him. 
In this way the effect of the 
deadlock in the Executive Board will be ex­ 
tended through the order, and a merry time 
is in view. 
The Times’ story characterizes 
Rouayne’s conduct as evidence of misappro­ 
priation of Gian funds by the present heads 
of the, organization, the repetition of acts sim­ 
ilar to those which Dr. Cronin threatened to 
expose and thereby met his death.

IN MEMORY OF CAPTAIN SCHOONMAKER 


T h e S e rvic e s H e ld bv K in a » t*n M aso n ic 
L ndtei No. 1ft batt Bight. 
I^ st evcn'ng Ihe members of « vingston 
Ivodgt, No. 10, F. & A. M., one of the oldest 
Masonic bodies of the State and of the United 
States, held a memorial service in honor and 
in brotherly remembrance of Cap tain C. 
Marius Schoonmaker, a worthy member of 
the lodge, who while in the service of his 
Country lost his life in the hurricane at the 
Samoan Islands. 
The roilscf the Lodge contain the names 
of Colonel George \V. Pratt, Colonel J. R u ­ 
dolp h Tap p en, Lieutenant Charles W inans 
Chip p and Cap tain Cornelius M arius Schoon­ 
maker, four men, whose record for sterling 
p atriotism and heroic bfavery cannot l>e su r­ 
p assed by this or any other nation. 
Colonel 
P ratt died in 1863, from a wound received 
while leading his Regiment against the enemy 
in one of the severest battles of the W ar of 
the Rebellion. 
Colonel Tap p en died in 1875 
from wounds received and disease contracted 
by hard service in the army. 
Lieutenant 
Chip p lost his life in the Arctic Ocean in 
1881. while Executive Officer of the exp lor­ 
ing steamer Jeannette, and Cap tain Schoon- 
m aker’s tragic death at Ap ia in March last is 
still fresh In the memory of all. 
Ui>on the 
occasion of the deaths of Colonels P ratt and 
Tap p en and Lieutenant Chip p sp ecial action 
was taken by the Lodge commemorative of 
their lives and services. 
Desp ite the inclement weather there was a 
large attendance of the members of the craft 
and p rom inent citizens of the

and 
County. 
Am ong those p resent of the rela 
tives of Cap tain Schoonmaker were his vener­ 
able father Mai ius, brother Ju liu s, and sister,

sorrow. 
In the East was a life-size crayon 
p ortrait of Cap tain Schoonmaker in his u ni­

in 
the East was 
a letter “ S .” 
In the East was also a p or­ 
trait of Lieutenant C. W , Chip p , and be 
neath it the fram ed resolutions p assed by the 
Lodge at the time of his death in w hich oc­ 
cur these words : “ His services and his his­ 
tory arc p reserved in the archives of the N a­ 
tion. 
W e cherish his memory here.” 
This 
p icture was drap ed in m ourning and su r­ 
rounded by two crossed American flags. 
Held in p lace on large gilt sp ears on the four 
sides of the lodge room were large loop s of 
crap e. “C rap e was also festooned from the 
large domes in the ceiling and from the 
chandeliers. 
Sim ilar festoons of crap e were 
up on the walls of the various ante rooms 
and p arlors. 
The officers of the Lodge wore 
ap p rop riate regalia and the members p resent 
wore their w hite ap rons and crap e on their 
left arms.

IN MEMORY OF CAPTAIN SCHOONMAKER 


THV S erv ice* fie ld b v K in g s to n M asonic 
L o d a* . No. 1 ft I.sht N ig h t. 
Ii#*t evening the members of avingslon 
Ivod^Y, &o. IO, F. & A. lf., one of the oldest 
Masonic bodies of the State and of the United 
States, held a memorial service in honor and 
in brotherly remembrance of Captain C. 
Marius Scboonmaker, a worthy trtcmiier of 
the lodge, who while in the service of Ills 
to n ntry lost I119 life in the hurricane at the 
Samoan Islands. 
The roll*of the Lodge contain the names 
of Colonel George W. Pratt, Colonel J. Ru­ 
dolph Tarpon, Lieutenant Charles Winnns 
Chipp and Captain Cornelius Marius Schoon 
milker, four men, whose record for sterling 
patriotism and heroic bravery cannot lie sur­ 
passed by till* or any other nation. 
Colonel 
Pratt died in 1*62, from n wound received 
w hile leading Ilia Regiment against the enemy 
in one of the severest battle* of the War of 
the Rebellion. 
Colonel Tuppen died in 1*75 
from wounds received and disease contracted 
by bani service in the army. 
Lieutenant 
Chipp lost hi* life in the Arctic Ocean in 
I HNI. while Executive Officer of the explor­ 
ing steamer Jeannette, and Captain Schoon- 
milker's tragic death at Apia in March last is 
still fresh iii the memory of all. 
Upon the 
occasion of the deaths of Colonels Pratt and 
Tappen and Lieutenant Chipp special action 
was taken by the Lodge commemorative of 
their lives and services. 
Despite the Inclement weather there was a
